The “ handy foreman” is not the man 
to have in a paper mill repair shop. Better 
have a man who stands 4 little upon his 
dignity. Get a foreman who wears a white 
shirt, not one who puts on overalls and 
jumper like a ‘longshoreman. There is no 
objection to a practical foreman, for he is 
the man to have every time. One who has 
worked up from a sweeper may do well 
enough, but he is an exception. Such a man 
is apt to take hold himself when a man gets 
stuck or does not doa jobright. It does well 
enough once or twice, but plays the mis- 
chief with the owner's interests in the long 
run. 

The foreman is too apt to concentrate him- 
self on the job in hand, and that to the 
damage of the other work which is going 
on in other parts of the mill. A good fore- 
man is diffused over the whole shop, like 
drops of oil over a bucket of water. He is 
generally available, so tospeak, If aman 
is undecided how to doa certain job, or in 
doubt as to whether a certain piece of stock 
should go into the work, then that man 
wants to.ask the foreman. If the foreman 
is what he should be the workman knows 
that he will be around in a few moments, 
so that he can ask the question without loss 
of time. 


If the ‘‘ handy foreman ” rulesthe shop the | 


man looks all around for him. There he is, 
away at the farther end of the mill, his coat 
pitched onto a pile of rusty steam pipe, his hat 
poked back, and he is thoroughly absorbed in 
showing a greenhorn how to set up the over- 
head drilling machine. The man who is 
trying to run the drill has just begun to 
work in that shop. He usedto run a drill, 
but this one is a little different. He asks 
the foreman about a chuck fora certain drill. 
The foreman could have answered the man 
in ten seconds, and then have been off to 
where the other man wanted him; but 
instead of this, the foreman set out to show 
the man how “he used to doit,” and of 
course the foreman had to begin at the be- 
ginning and go all over the whole ground, 
and do over again all that the man had 
done. All this time the man is standing 
idle. The foreman is doing the work and 
the man cannot take it out of his hands if he 
wants to. 

The second man comes up with his piece 


of stock and stands there waiting for the | 


foreman to get up from his knees and wipe 
the cobwebs out of his whiskers. Another 
man comes up. He has got his work done 
and is after another job. While the men are 
waiting they begin to tell stories, crack 
jokes, and never think that they are getting 
pay for doing nothing. The foreman does not 
seem to think of it. It is fifteen minutes 
before he gets the drill ‘‘ where he used to 
run it.” Three men idle, three-quarters of 
an hour lost, and lost the worst way. Bet- 
ter let that foreman go back to the shop 
“where he used to do it,” and get a chap 
who wears kid gloves if he wants to, but 
who still knows enough to keep the men at 
work, 
Don’t be in a hurry. You will live longer 
and do more work if you take it easy. Don’t 
jump a job just the minute that you think 
it will pass muster. Some mills are always 
ina hurry, These were built in a hurry, the 
machinery was put in in a hurry, it is run in 
a hurry and is wearing out ina hurry. The 
foreman wants a $50 job done in two hours, 
and will line up shafting with a chalk line 
an eighth of an inch in diameter. Such 
shops are a disgrace to the millwright trade. 
They never do a good job; in fact, they 
never try to. They do lots of work fora 
little money, and have got to do half of it in 
@ little time.

He | 
is a wood worker and wants to stick a little 
mahogany sheathing with which to patch 
out the covering to an engine cylinder. He 
finds the molder under a pile of stock and

He takes the cutters out, cleans | 
the dirt from them and puts them where | 
they belong. He scrapes the sawdust out of 
the crease in the collars, rubs all of the dry 
grease from the sides of the small collars 
and digs the shavings out of the hole in the 
table ‘around the spindle. 
all through the drawer for the cutters he 
wants. The last chap who did a job with 
the molder left the cutters in the collars, and 
the first time they were in the way of some- 
body who wanted to use the molder top for 
a bench the cutters were thrown 
haphazard into the drawer in a 
hurry. 

Our man finds that the cutters 
were ground in a hurry the last time 
they were used. They are all out of 
shape ; the bevels, instead of being 
straight, are cpvered with ‘‘cat 
faces and monkey eyes,” and the 
cutters are unequal in weight. 
The man feels discouraged, but 
goes to work and grinds the cut- 
ters. The emery wheel is in a 
hurry too; one side of it has got 
ahead of the other and is bound to 
keep there. When the cutters are 
at last made right and put into the 
collars the spindle is found to be 
loose. Our man takes them up by 
tightening the boxes, then crawls 
out from under the machine to 
meet the foreman, who wants to 
know ‘‘what in thunder he has 
been doing all this time,” and “ if 
that sheathing is not done yet.” 
The man does not say much, but 
he does a great deal of thinking. 
After he has worked there a month 
he will either be a wood butcher, 
like the rest of them, or he will 
leave and go to a decent shop 
where they do decent work. 

It does not pay to rush every- 
thing that comes along. Nice 
work and cheap work are just 
like much power and little power; they 
depend upon the speed. You cannot do 
nice work in a hurry, and you cannot do 
good rough work in a hurryany more than 
Rough work doesn’t 
mean poor work any more than nice work 
means cheap work. It takes the better man 
to do the rough work well. The joints must 
be just as good, the tools as sharp and well 
taken care of as for fine work. Men are apt 
to do too much when at rough work; they 
don’t know when to leave off or when to 
stop, and keep puttering around until they 
are brought up standing by the foreman, 
who wants the job “‘ right square off.”

Laboratory Notes. 
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By R. B. GrirFin AND A. D LITTLR. 


A curious fact respecting the chemical 
behavior of lead does not seem to be gen- 
erally known to manufacturers of sulphite 
pulp, who, we find, generally aim to procure 
a lead as pure as possible for use about their 
apparatus. Careful investigations by nu- 
merous experimenters have shown that the 
puser the lead the more readily is it acted 
upon by sulphuric acid and presumably by 
solutions in which sulphuric acid may be 
developed. This is quite contrary to the 
usual habit of metals, and has an especially 
important bearing on the manufacture of 
sulphuric acid. Small amounts of copper 
and antimony greatly increase the power 
which lead has of resisting corrosion. The 
most important experiments in this direc- 
tion are those of Calvert and Johnson, who 
allowed acid of different strengths to act on 
lead of various degrees of purity. Lead 
plates 1 metre square were taken and al- 
lowed to stand in the acid for ten days, at the 
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end of which time the sulphate of lead formed 
was estimated with the following result :

IMPROVEMENT IN FOURDRINIER MACHINES. 


France from cotton or sulphite fibre. These 
are first converted into gun cotton by treat- 
ment with nitric and sulphuric acids, after 
which a thick syrupy solution is prepared by 
dissolving the gun cotton in a mixture of 
ether and alcohol. 

This solution, which is the well-known 
collodion now extensively used in surgery 
and photography, is placed in a copper 
vessel and forced by air pressure through 
capillary tubes into water, which causes the 
thread of collodion to solidify so that it may 
be carried forward and wound upon bobbins 
in the usual way. At this stage the material 
has all of the explosive properties of gun 
cotton, so that a further chemical treatment 
is necessary to remove the nitric acid upon 
which these explosive properties depend. 
The finished product is said to readily ab- 
sorb coloring matters, to compare very favor- 
ably in strength, elasticity and density with 
natural silk and to even surpass it in lustre. 
It should be understood, however, that this 
similarity to silk extends only so far as phys 


ical properties are concerned; chemically this | 


new material and silk are quite distinct.

The illustrations herewith given show 
the design of animprovement in Fourdrinier 
machines, the purpose of which is to dis- 
pose the fibre upon the wire in such a man- 
ner as to enable the paper to be torn as 
readily and easily in one direction as in a 
direction at right angles thereto, whereby it 
is made to resemble hand made 
paper more closely. 

Figure 1 is a side elevation of the 
device ; Fig. 2 isa plan view, and 
Fig. 3 is a central longitudinal sec- 
tion. 

A indicates the usual picker vat, 
into which the usual pulp screen is 
arranged. 

B represents the usual breast 
roll, from and over which the wire 
cloth C is stretched; d are the 
ordinary tube rolls for supporting 
the wire, and / is a front guide 
wheel for carrying the ordinary 
deckel strap g.

In connection with this apron there are 
side pieces, //, preferably secured rigidly and 
permanently to the ordinary deckel frame 7”, 
which is laterally adjustable in any ordinary 
manner over the wire cloth to enable the 
deckel strap to be adjusted so as to increase 
or diminish the width of the paper, these 
side pieces / being secured to the deckel 
frame /* by means of bolts /, and moving 
laterally with the frame when it is desired 
to widen or reduce the width of the paper, 
The side pieces, where they engage the up- 
per apron on the wire cloth, are suitably 
packed with rubber or other suitable ma- 
terial; or the joints may be nicely fitted, so 
as to prevent the passage of water there- 
through, without the use of any packing. 
The side pieces may be of hard rubber with 
soft rubber edges where they engage the 
apron. The mouth of the vat being, as in 
the ordinary machine, of one invariable size, 
sliding pieces, pf, are provided, by which 
the mouth is contracted or widened to cor- 
respond with the desired width of the wire 
cloth to be employed in making paper. 
These sliding pieces ff may be permanently 
connected with the side pieces// to work 
with them, or they may be arranged to move 
independently by hand. :

Transmitting Power of Belts. 





By R. JAMEs ABERNATHEY. 

While, as previously stated, the prin- 
ciples at large governing the transmitting 
power of belts have been discovered by care- 
ful experimenting, still, like the science of 
phrenology, the knowledge cannot be strictly 
depended upon as a basis for formulating 
unvarying rules that will fit all cases, 
chiefly on account of the constantly varying 
conditions, due largely to faulty construc- 
tion both in the make of pulleys and of 
belting. Imperfectly made belting, out of 
cheap material, cannot be expected to do as 
good and as much work as will the most 
perfect made of the very best material. 
Nor can it be expected that any kind of a 
belt will hold as well and do as much work 
on rough and irregular faced pulleys as it 
will on a perfectly fitted up pulley. And, 
too, belts made of different kinds of ma- 
terial differ in their holding qualities and 
their ability to transmit power. 

In view of the facts, the only thing that 
can be done is to take the average results 
of leather belting working on iron pulleys, 
and on that basis formulate rules that will 
be sufficiently correct for all practical pur- 
for all will agree that, even though 
rules were but approximately correct, .they 
better than having no guide.

WE print a letter from a friend in 
France who has frequently visited this 
country.

SPEAKING of this exhibition recalls the 
fact that the preliminary organization is 
being pushed in New York.

There is no place which I have not visited.

| the Americans let nothing stop them in their 


industrial progress, not excepting your paper 
industry. It is certain that you know how 
to utilize in the highest degree all of the ele- 
ments which nature has so well furnished 
you. Your factories are generally large and 
spacious, well aired, very neat, and your 
people understand their work well, so that 
there can be no fault found at all. 

Your great consumption does not yet af- 
fect your production, Prices of your papers 
are somewhat higher than those of similar 
grades in Europe, except, however, that 
news is about the same price as here; but 
you have the advantage of knowing how to 


| produce your own machinery, and in reduc- 


ing expenses you do not shrink from the 

cost of necessary changes and repairs. 
Some of our mills follow this plan, but 

they are not in the majority in Europe, be-

You have daily relations with the 
countries of which these are the capitals, 
and a great number of European manufac- 
turers will take part in your exposition if 
you hold it in New York, but will hesitate to 
do so if it is held at Chicago. To visit New 
York is a trip of only eight days. My con- 
viction is that this great show should be held 
at New York, which it seems to me is the 
only city in which it can have real success, 

Chicago should patriotically yield the 
place to you. After which I will say no more 
than to wish you the best fortune and the 
same success which we are having here.

The Postal Card Contract. 


Assistant Postmaster General Clarkson 
has awarded the contract for furnishing 
postal cards to the Post Office Department, 
for four years beginning October 1, to Al- 
bert Daggett, of New York, the lowest bid- 
der under the recent calls for proposals. 

The advertisement called for bids upon 
samples offered by the department and also 
upon such samples as bidders might wish to 
offer. The contract was awarded upon the 
departmental samples, the proposals upon 
which were found to be more advantageous 
to the Government than the proposals on 
samples offered by bidders. There will be 
a material reduction in the cost by the 
change of contracts, although the cards in 
the new contract will be superior in quality 
to those in the old one ; and, besides, better 
facilities for correspondence and for adver- 
tising will be afforded the public by the ad- 
dition of two new sizes of cards. 

Size No. I is to measure 2 15-16x4 % inches, 
and to weigh 5 pounds % ounce per 1,000. 
The cost of this card will be 37 cents 
per 1,000. Size No. 2 is to be of the same 
dimensions (3x5% inches) as the present 
card, and weigh 5 pounds § ounces per 
1,000, The weight of the present card is 5 
pounds 4 ounces per 1,ooo. The cost in the 
new contract is 35 cents per 1,000 cards; in 
the old contract it was 47 71-100 cents per 
1,000. Size No. 3 is to measure 334x6% 
inches, and weigh 9 pounds 1 ounce per 
1,000. The contract price is 50 cents per 
1,000, The average weight of the three sizes 
will be a little qver 634 pounds, and the 
average cost about 40 cents per 1,000. This 
is a reduction of nearly 17 per cent. in the 
price of the cards, and an increase of about 
27 per cent. in weight. Allowing for the dif- 
ference in weight, the cards will be about 
one-third cheaper in the new contract than 
in the old ome—the average price of the 
cards being about 9 cents a pound in the 
old contract and about 6 cents a pound in the 
new one. 

The estimated number of cards to be re- 
quired during the four years of the contract 
term is 2,000,000,000, at a cost of about $8o00,- 
ooo. The reduction in cost 


for the four 


| years will amount to fully $150,000, as com- 


pared with the prices in the old contract. The 
postage on the estimated quantity of cards 
to be called for during the four years will 
amount to $20,000,000. The contract will 
require nearly 7,000 tons of paper, or an 
average of about 6 tons for each working 
day. The use of postal cards was first intro- 
duced into this country in 1873, and the issue 
for the first year was about 100,000,000 cards. 
The contract price was then $1.39% per I,000 
cards, or about three anda half times as 
much as the average price in the contract 
just awarded.

Second-Hand Machinery. 


There are many lines or classes of 
goods in which second-hand articles may 
often be obtained that are, to all intents and 
purposes, fully as good as new articles of 
the same kind, the simple fact of their hav- 
ing been used largely depreciating their 
market value, though not injuring them in 
the least or lessening their actual value for 
the purpose for which they were intended. 

Many articles of value are sold by their 
original owners at a price far below their 
real value on account of some mere whim, or 
because perhaps not quite the thing required 
by the most recently promulgated decree of 
fashion, 

But it should constantly be borne in mind 
that in the case of machinery the question of 
second-hand goods is a different matter en- 
tirely. Machinery is not usually bought or

THE EVOLUTION OF THE MODERN STEAM ENGINE. 


Too often an engine is regarded as an end in itself. When falsely so considered, its 
general appearance or finish receives much attention, and minor points of design, such 
as whether a key shall have % inch or y inch draft, may be discussed with a vigor out of 
all proportion to their importance. 

Evidently a steam engine is not an end, but a means to an end, and as such it per- 
forms a purely intermediate function. Its success depends wholly upon the manner of 
its performance and the results. 

The inventor of an engine is a dangerous man, since to him his product is the ex- 
pression of his ingenuity; and no more. Practical success accrues to the commercially 
trained engineer who, through a strong sense of commercial fitness and a leading appre- 
ciation of the requirements of the user, has only those considerations in view, and bends 
all minor points to their successful accomplishment. The development of the single 
acting engine is a peculiarly appropriate example of this principle. Before noting it 
specifically it will be interesting to take a brief review of what has in the past consti- 
tated an engine. 

Originally a vertical cylinder taking steam at 15 pounds pressure, and condensing in 
the cylinder by a jet, allowed the piston to make one stroke, the return stroke being 
caused by a dead weight on the balance beam. Five to ten strokes per minute, valves 
operated by hand, parts largely constructed of wood, &c. This was a means to an end 
no doubt, but the end was limited. 

When rotative motion became the end, then developed the long small*bore cylinder 
on a long bed with long guides in whigh worked a short crosshead, leading a long con- 
necting rod, &c. The short D valve with long cylinder ports and a low grade form of 
throttling governor constituted the steam distribution. Economy was not then under- 
stood. The engine was serviceable, but of light and springy construction, operating suc- 
cessfully only under low pressures and at very slow speeds. In those days, when a cylin- 
der less than 4 inch out of round was a mechanical marvel, it is not to be wondered at 
that simplicity and ease of construction took precedence over all considerations of 
efficiency or regulation, and it was not until after great progress in the design and con- 
struction of machine tools that the steam engine was given an opportunity to develop. 

The next step increased the diameter of cylinders and shortened the stroke, thus’ re- 
ducing the length of the bed, which, with more metal added throughout, rendered speeds 
from 60 to 80 turns possible. At the same time the new era of high efficiency was ushered 
in by the introduction of the automatic governor cut-off in the form of independent 
valves and releasing valve gear, and a radical advance from low steam to the then high 
pressure of 80 pounds was made by the most daring, with corresponding benefit thereby 
attained. It was at this time that the possibilities of the steam engine were first 
recognized. 

The slow speed of from 60 to 80 tarns corresponded so badly to the working speeds 
of shafting that further development progressed rapidly in the direction of shorter 
etrokes with large diameter of cylinder. Shafts were made heavier, pins enlarged, beds 
spread out to gain stiffness, and great refinement of workmanship became compulsory 
to withstand the shock arising from the reciprocating parts at from 100 to 200 revolutions. 
With these speeds releasing valve gear passed its limit of possibility, and positive auto- 
matic cut-off devices, mostly in the form of shaft governors, evolved. 

But still the cry was “more speed and more power.”’ To meet this the limits of the 
old designs were stretched to the utmost, requiring the finest fits and adjustments and 
the best skill in handling in order that it should do its work atall. Careful and frequent 
lubrication compelled closer attention to the question of constant attendance. Hence it 
comes that in the modern double acting high speed engine we find the slight defects 
which were unimportant in a slow speed engine now magnified to a dangerous extent, 
and with no means to hold them in check except by enlargement of the parts and a refine- 
ment of workmanship, which can be preserved only by constant and skilled attention. 

At this point it is well to go back and consider what are the fundamental principles 
underlying high speed, consistent with operative economy. By high speed is meant rota- 
tive speed only, as engines of all designs have practically adopted a uniform piston 
speed of from 400 to 700 feet per minute, according to size. In dealing with high speeds 
the siiding of flat surfaces over each other presented insignificant obstacles. ‘The diffi- 
culties in the way of revolving shafts or pins depended only upon the degree and con- 


tinvousness of lubrication, but in the ordinary exposed designs it was seen that this 


could not be accomplished with certainty. The main problem was found to reside in | 


the starting and stopping of the reciprocating parts, and this was found to be dependent 
not on fit, proportion or ingenious design, or even upon exhaust compression, but 
wholly upon whether or not the reciprocating parts are subject to reversal of strains. 
This investigation leads inevitably to the single acting engine with all parts inclosed for 
self lubrication. Such an engine eliminates entirely all the risks chargeable against 
high speeds. Any other design simply dilutes them. A single acting self lubricating 
engine is essentially a high speed engine. A double acting design with exposed parts, 
no matter how heavily proportioned or how well built, is simply an engine speeded 
high. In demonstration of this fact, note the endless changes which have been made to 
adapt the double acting slow speed engine so that it will operate at all at moderately

high speeds, in contrast with the fact that the single acting engine, founded originally on 


How often have you found the short piston of the double acting engine leaking, and 
possibly discovered that the leak has been going on for a long time unsuspected? Have 
you ever seen a single acting engine with a piston one and a half times the length of the 
stroke leaking at all; or if leaking from a broken ring, has not the leakage blown 


| directly into the room from the crank case to give the engineer prompt warning of 


something wrong? 

How often have you seen the shaft governor of an uninclosed engine refuse to regu- 
late after some hours’ run and act only by surges—that, too, after the engineer has 
carefully oiled the numerous parts before starting up? Have you seen such a case 
“doctored” by dashing a quart of o1] bodily into the governor wheel? Have you ever 
seen an inclosed self lubricated engine in which the governor was not working smoothly, 
and showing evidence of continuous lubrication ? 

Have you ever seen an uninclosed engine in which the crank disk and governor were 
radially surrounded by shields to intercept the centrifugal rain of oil which would 
otherwise be plentifully distributed along the floor and up the wall? Have you noticed 
that the inclosed engine keeps the oil where it will do the most good ? 

Have you seen any double acting engine running through long periods without 
shutting down, and what do you call a long period? Is it, for instance, twenty-four 
hours or six days? What condition was the engine in afterthe run? We have heard 
boasts of such an engine said to run sixteen days without stopping. Were we to publish 
the list of Westinghouse Engines that habitually ran a month at a time without stopping 
it would take the entire space of this article. It has ceased to be a matter of news to 
hear of a Westinghouse Engine running from one to six months without closing the 
throttle. The extreme instance to date is thirteen months and eight days at 500 revolutions 
per minute without a stop and without a dollar of repairs when the run was finished 

Ask yourself whether such illustrations indicate that there is value in single acting 
and self lubrication, and consider what average result would be obtained from such 
engines were they given the care and attention that are received by the double acting 
engine which must receive them in order to run at all. 

What has all this to do with economy is a question that may be asked ; and the 
answer is as simple as it is true—nothing. The Westinghouse Standard Engine makes 
no pretensions to being more economical than other high speed single valve designs, but 
it is just as economical in every way and under the same conditions, for it obtains its 
economy by the same means, and there is no particular in which any other form of high 
speed engine differs in the least from the Westinghouse Engine in its ability to use or 
waste steam.
